At the General Elec¬ 
tion in November 1960, California voters approved a bond 
issue of $1,750,000,000 to fi¬ 
nance the bringing of North¬ 
ern California water to the 
arid areas of the state. This 
work is now in progress on 
several fronts with the ex¬ 
pectation that water deliver¬ 
ies will begin in Southern 
California in the early 1970s 
and in more northerly re¬ 
gions at an earlier date. 

Deliveries through the 
completed South Bay Aque 
duct to Santa Clara County 
Flood Control and Water 
Conservation District are 
scheduled to begin in the 
near future. Water deliver¬ 
ies to Alameda Couny Flood 
Control and Water Conser¬ 
vation District and to Ala¬ 
meda County Water District 
began in May 1962.

Part two of her talk dealt 
with the story of the Found¬ 
ed of the town, Mr. Nathan¬ 
iel Coburn Carter of Lowell, 
Mass., who came to South¬ 
ern California for his health 
in 1872 and was so delight¬ 
ed with the climate that he 
returned to Massachusetts 
and started conducting "The 
Carter Excursions” which 
brought hundreds of pros¬ 
pective buyers to Southern 
California mostly New Eng¬ 
land people. 

In 1881, he visited what 
was later the town of Sierra 
Madre and decided to settle 
there and purchased from 
Lucky Baldwin 845 acres of 
land comprising the North¬ 
ern section of the Santa An¬ 
ita ranch. He paid Mr. Bald¬ 
win $33,880 for the land in¬ 
cluding half of the water 
rights in the Little Santa 
Anita Canyon. Added to this 
acreage were 150 acres from 
a Civil War Veteran named 
Richardson who was already 
located here on a govern¬ 
ment claim, and 108 acres 
from the So. Pacific Rail¬ 
road. 

She described the primi¬ 
tive life led by the first 17 
families who arrived in 
1883, saying down througli 
the years. Sierra Madre had 
many things of interest that 
other towns around us, never 
had. We had the Mt. Wilson 
Trail built by the Indians 
who carried the timber 
down from the mountains to 
San Gabriel to build the old 
Mission; the Carnegie Ob¬ 
servatory at the top of the 
mountain, are largest wis¬ 
taria vine in the world, visit¬ 
ed by thousands during the 
yearly fete, the Mt. Wilson 
races, sponsored by the 
Richard K. Fox brothers of 
the Police Gazette, who gave 
a gold medal to the one 
making the best time to the 
top. 

Members were surprised 
to learn that Sierra Madre 
was the birth place of the 
movie industry. Mr. D. W. 
Griffith of American Bio¬ 
graph Co. came here in 
1910 to take moving pic¬ 
tures and for three years his 
company worked here as the 
atmosphere was most fav¬ 
orable for producing pic¬ 
tures. Sometimes the streets 
were filled with Indians and 
the school children were

Certainly a traditional 
conservative principle holds 
that government is best 
when it rests on a diffused 
and balanced power struc¬ 
ture. Founded on a basic be¬ 
lief in human fallibility, 
this position is perhaps 
most concisely expressed in 
words of Lord Acton: “Power 
corrupts, absolute power 
corrupts absolutely.’’ 

In terms of this principle, 
the position of the Republi¬ 
can Party in American poli¬ 
tics can hardly provide en¬ 
couragement to any con¬ 
servative today, for surely 
the most obvious result of 
the recent election was an 
unprecedented rejection of 
the “choice” offered by the 
GOP in 1964, coupled with 
drasticaly augmented Dem¬ 
ocratic Party control of the 
Congress. 

Yet, despite a landslide of 
such staggering proportions, 
there are those who claim 
satisfaction in 26 million 
votes for a “conservative” 
candidate; those who hold it 
is better to stand for “con¬ 
servative principle” and 
lose elections than to com¬ 
promise and win. 

To such persons it should 
be pointed out that the cost 
of being “conservative” has 
been to give the Democrats 
the greatest concentration of 
political power since the 
New Deal, including a 68-32 
hold in the Senate, a 295-140 
advantage in the house, and 
the loss of many key gover¬ 
norships and state legisla¬ 
tures across the country. 

A less obvious, but equal¬ 
ly serious election by-pro¬ 
duct was the fact that, with 
no serious challenge a t 
hand. President Johnson 
never found it necessary to 
enunciate his administra¬ 
tion’s goal and direction, 
but was permitted to talk 
only in the vaguest notions 
of the “great society.” On 
nothing more than this he 
was not only returned to 
office, but given a virtual 
“blank check” by the Amer¬ 
ican voters, having made no 
pledges of significance; hav¬ 
ing promised no programs 
for which he may be held 
accountable. 

Over the years the two- 
party system in the United 
States has been one of the 
most stabilizing and conser¬ 
vative influences in our his¬ 
tory. This has been so be¬ 
cause each party until now 
has been sufficiently flex¬ 
ible to compete meaning¬ 
fully for power and to act 
as a brake on the ambitions 
and excesses of the other. 

Surely the signs are all 
too clear that the Republi¬ 
can Party, by refusing in ef¬ 
fect to compete meaning¬ 
fully for power, has adopted 
a stance of the most radical 
significance, and certainly 
not one calculated to 
achieve any conservative 
result. 

The time has also come to 
recognize that those who in¬ 
sist that the party must 
“win elections” are pursuing 
a conservative goal. Only 
through a party flexible 
enough to make a broad ap¬ 
peal to the American voter 
can a diffusion and balance 
of political powaF be accom¬ 
plished.

When the Legislature con- 
vene.s in January, a dozen 
new legislators will be on 
the scone. Six will come by 
reason of defeating incum¬ 
bents, four from districts in 
which there were vacancies 
and two from districts where 
Incumbents were not seek¬ 
ing re-election. There will 
be two new senators filling 
vacancies. 

While the Senate line-up 
with regards to party re¬ 
mains the same, 27 Demo¬ 
crats and 13 Republicans, 
the Assembly is somewhat 
changed, there now being 49 
Democrats and 31 Republi¬ 
cans. In 1964 there were 52 
Democrats and 28 Republi- 
carts.
